Service commission yesterday. Mr. Peacock, 
who was the Democratic opponent of Con- 
gretsman Foags in the Seventh Congressional 
District, said that Lewinsohn had proposed 
to “ fix it up with the chief and secure the 
reinstatement of James B. Short, discharged 
from the police force on Aug. 1. 

The testimony was in a case foreign to the 
inquiry into police examination frauds, and 
was developed in the hearing given to a 
petition of Short for a rehearing of the 
charges upon. which he w discharged. 
The commission had a letter from Mayor 
Harrison advising that his charges of col- 


lusion between the Police department and 


thel money lenders be given a hearing. 

After an extended recital of how Short had 
fallen into the hands of the money lenders 
and how he had paid $800 upon a debt orig- 
inally $150 and still was indebted, and after 
Mrs, Short had told of times when her family 
was without food because her husband could 
not draw his salary, Mr. Peacock testified to 
_the proposition of the money lenders to re- 
the policeman.

He mas been discharged twice, the first 
time for debts to the money lenders, 
and the second time upon the complaint of 
a Polish woman, who accused Short of as- 
saulting her while he was making an arrest 
at a Polish bazaar. 


> Pays $800 on $150 Debt. 

Mrs. Short gave the commissioners an idea 
of the plight of families of policemen who 
have had their pay stopped by money lenders. 
For eight months consecutively Short did not 
draw any money, according to the statement 
of his attorney, Robert Cantwell. He pai 
880 in a year and a halt on a debt which 
originally was $150 and was still in debt. His 
furniture was seized and his family was left 
with bare walls and floors at his home, 1405 
North Rockwell street. He was summoned 
to appear before a justice of the peace in 
Harvey for the hearing, and ne sult dragged 
along for three weeks. 

Part of the time there was nothing in the 
house for our five children,“ said Mrs. Short, 
“and I practically was begging.” 

Short finally went through bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings and was reiteved of his debts. It 
was then, he charged, that the money lenders 
worked up the case of the Polish woman 
against him and secured his discharge. 

“The statement that policemen were put 
back on the force through’ the influence of 
money lenders is ridiculous, said President 
Lindblom. ‘“ That they may have given the 
impression they could return one to the force 
is another matter, but every policeman who 
is reinstated comes under our scrutiny, and 
we should know it.”’

CICERO RID OF HAWTHORNE 


TRUSTEES VOTE THE RACETRACK

Long Crusade Against Gambling Ends 
with a Shifting of Respgusibility, 
Apparently with the Indorsement of 
Many Oak Park Residents — Radical 
Is Taken at a Special Meet- 
ing of the Board Callga te Consider 
Problem.

Gambling on horse races without let or

The passing of the ordinance divorces the 
race track politically from Cicero and 
ends an eight-year opposition to gambling 
by merely shifting the responsibility from 
the shoulders of the trustees. 

Just what will become of the track now 
occupied by Hawthorne femains to be seen. 
It may be absorbed by Lyons and it may

Victory for the Gamblers. 

The move is admittedly a complete victory 
for the gamblers, and a surrender of the 
residents of Oak Park to overwhelming 
odds. A lack of funds with which to prose- 
cute the war against racetrack pool selling is 
alleged by the members of the board to be 
the reason for their apathy in the fight dur- 
ing the year, and the seat and spring of their 
surrender last night. The vote. which was 
reached after considerable wrangling. stood 
five in favor of the 
against it. 

It is freely rumored that the track will be 
annexed to the Town of Lyons. The Harlem 
track is in the Town of Proviso. which is 
favorable to gambling, and both places will 
find no opposition to pool selling in the ) 
future.

Told a Special Meeting. 

The action of the board was taken at a 
special meeting held in the Town Hall in Oak 
Park. President Jones and all seven of 
the trustees were present. The matter was 
definitely brought before the board last July 
dy the petition of Richard Fitzgerald, own- | 
er of the Hawthorne racetrack. to separate 
his property from the Town of Cicero. After 
several. postponements the question was 
made a specia! order for last night's meeting 
and even then it nearly failed of coming to a 
vote on aecoynt. of dilatory tactics instituted 
by members ot the board; who were still in 
favor of fighting the gamblers. : 

ee Dutton favored the postponement 
of the vote until the consensus of opinion 
among the voters in Cicero could be more 
definitely ascertained. For thig stand he 
was immediately eriticised by several mem- 
bers, who declared that he was attempting 
to make the question a political issue for 
the spring election. 

“ I have no political aspirations,"’ Mr. Dut- 
ton hotly replied, springing to his feet and 
facing his accusers. I deny that I wish 
to keep Hawthorne in Cicero in order to 
pose as a reformer and win votes from 
those who wish to put down the gamblers. I 
simply believe that we should discuss the 
matter more thoroughly and vote at an- 
other time.“ 


Demands Immediate Vote. 

Trustees Cole and Norton acquiesced in 
this view, but Trustee Hafner voiced the 
sentiments of the radicals by vehemently 
demanding an immediate vote. 

“We have dallied with this bugbear for 
years,” he said, “and for many months in 
this year without doing a single thing. If 
we don't act tonight we never will.“ 

With that Trustee John Atridge was on 
his feet with a reinforcing argument. 

“I have clesely watched the result of 
three years’ war on the gamblers in Cicero,“ 
he said, and I am tired of the spectacle. 
Why, it would take a Teddy Roosevelt to 
clean out that nest in Hawthorne. The fact 
is that we hesitate to raid the place, for all 
men hesitate at murder and riot. The men 
who have been most anxious to reform that 
spot have been the biggest cowards when 
they got there. It was all brave enough go- 
ing to Hawthorne, byt you could have played 
euchre on their coattails coming back. J be- 
lieve in casting out the devils and I vote 
for’ the separation of the track from the 
town.“ 

‘After a recess in which there was con- 
siderable lobbying President Jones called the 
members to order and Trustee Norton moved 
that Richard Fitzgerald's petition to have 
his property separated from the town be 
granted. It was carried five to two. Then 
Trustee Norton moved that an ordinance be 
passed formally divorcing the property of the 
Hawthorne track from the town. It was 
carried, Atridge, Dutton, Hafner, Utley, and 
Waters voting yea and Cole and Norton vot- 
ing nay. The meeting then adjourned. 


No Money for a Fight. 

“This ends a worrying trouble of many 
years,” said President Jones. We simply 
did not have the money to fight. We had 
only $500 this year in the treasury, and that 
would not have taken us far. We have 
lopped off the track from our domain, and, 
though there may be a big fight in the courts, 
we are done with it. The Town of Lyons 
will probably take in the territory. As to our 
right to take this action, I have only to say 
that it is perfectly legal for any person to 
petition to have property which is not sub- 
divided separated from the town govern- 
ment. There are no persons living on the 
Hawthorne track and it is unplatted.“

BRYAN BIPTER IN DEPEAT 


CANNOT EXPLAIN MAGNITUDE or 
. REPUBLICAN VICTORY. 
Charges Bribery and Colonization, but 

Admits Prosperity Argument Was 

Potent—Declares Fight Must Go On 

and Predicts Ultimate / Success for 

Party — Thanks These Who Sup- 

ported Him—Says Others Are En- 
titlea to Senatorship. 


Lineoin, Nov. 6.—[Bpecial.]—W. J. 
Bryan fs not onty bitter m Nerat. 
trifle deflant. He this evening admitted his 
downfall in the following carefully prepared 
statement: 

The result was a surprise to me, and the 
magnitude of the Republican victory was 
a surprise to our opponents as well as to 


those who voted for our ticket. It is im- 


possible to analyze the returns until they are 
more complete, but speaking generally we 
seem to have gained in the large cities and to 
have lost in the smaller cities and in the 
Sentry. The Republicans were able to se- 
cure tickets or passes for all their voters who 
were away from home, and this gave them 
considerable advantage. We have no way 
of. knowing at this time how much money 
was spent in the purchase of votes and in 
colonization. But while these would account 
for some Republican gains they would not 
account for the widespread increase in the 
Republican vote. 

The prosperity argument was probably 
the most potent one used by the Republicans, 
They compared present conditions with the 
panic times of 8 to "96, and this argument 
had weight with those who did not stop to 
consider the reasons for the change. The 
appeal, Stand by the President while the 
war is on,” had a great deal of influence 
among those who did not realize that a war 
against the doctrine of self-government in 
the Philippines must react upon us in this 
country. We made an honest fight on an 
honest platform, and having done our duty 
as we saw it we have nothing to regret. 


“We are defeated but not discouraged. 
The fight must go on. I am sure that Re- 
publican policies will be repudiated by the 
people when the tendency of those policies 
are fully understood. The contest between 
plutocracy and democracy cannot end until 
one or the other is completely triumphant.” 

In answer to inquiries concerning himself 
Mr. Bryan said: 

„1 have come out of the campaign with 
perfect health and a clear conscience. I did 
my most to bring success to the principles 
for which I stood. Mr. Stevenson did all that 
he could. Senator Jones and the members 
of the Democratic, Populist, Silver Repub- 
lican, and Anti-Imperialist committees did 
all they could. Our newspapers, our cam- 
paign speakers, and our local organizations 
all did their part. I have no fault to ind and 

no reproacheg, I shall continue to take an 
active interest in politics as long as I live, I

MONUMENT OF ITALIAN GENERAL 
TO BE PLACED IN LINCOLN PARE.

Commissioners at Their Meeting Give 
Permission, but the Question of a 
Site Is Left te the Boulevard Com- 
mitte Work of Art to Be Executed 
by Victor Gherardi and Will Be 
Ready for Unveiling Next June with 
Blatorate Exercises. —

At the regular semi-monthly meeting of 
the Lincoln Park Commissioners yesterday 
afternoon permission was granted the Gen- 
eral Garibaldi league of Chicago to erect a 
monument in the park to the memory of 
this General of two worlds,” and repub- 
lican reformer, who reunited Italy under 
King Victor Emmanuel. 

The statue is to be executed by Victor 
Gherardi of New York City, subject to the in- 
spection of the Chicago Art commission for 
approval before being set up in the park. It 
is estimated that the base will cost $10,000, 
making the total cost of the monument in the 
neighborhood of $20,000. 

The matter of site was referred to the 
Boulevard committee, to act in connection 
with President Gansbergen.

It is expected that the statue will be un- 
velled in June with elaborate exercises, in 
which many preminent Italians from the 
city and country will participate. The com- 
mittee representing the league was as fol- 
lows: Charies A. Raggio, chairman; Louis 
Arado, Charles Ginnochio, Louis Boirin!, and 
David Bacci. Chairman Raggio said that it 
was the unanimous choice of the league that 
the monument be erected in Lincoln Park. 

It was ordered that electric lights similar 
to those on other boulevards be placed in 

Ohio Street Extension boulevard from 
Bellevue place and Pine street to Ohio street. 
Engineer A. A. Babcock estimates that the 
improvement will cost $14,205.34. The assess- 
ment for making the improvement will be 
made according to custom on the real prop- 
erty benefited. 

President F. H. was elected 
board representative in the Municipal Art 
league, vice Ex-President Wickersham, who 
resigned. Several property-owners in Di- 
versey boulevard appeared before the bosrd 
on invitation of President Gansbergen to 
protest aganst the alleged inequity in 
compelling them as original property-owners 
in the boulevard to pay the entire boulevard 
maintenance assessment.

CENSUS COUNT IN TWO STATES. 


Official Statements Issued by Bureau on 
Changes in Massachusetts 
and Maine. | 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 8.—[Special.]—Ac- 
cording to the official returns of the census 
the population of Massachusetts showed a 
greater numerical increase than during any 
other ten years of the history of the State, 
and only twice before has the percentage 
of increase been greater. Massachusetts 
now has a population of 2,805,346, as against 
2,238,943 in 1890, an increase of 566,408, or 
25.2 per cent.

FREDERICK W. BIPPER DEAD. 


Succumbs to Operation at Mercy Hospi- 
tal—In Meat Business Here 


Many Years. 


Frederick W. Bipper died at the Mercy 
Hospital at 1 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
as the result of an operation. He was taken 
ill on Saturday. 

Mr. Bipper was born in Germany fifty- 
seven years ago and came to the United 
States in 1860, settling soon after in Chi- 
cago.

Tragedy of Clark Family. 

Back of the tragedy and responsible fos it 
is a pathetic story of the gradual passing of 
the Clark family, the dead girl's brother 
being the only surviving representative of | 
three generations. Dr. Dexter Selwyn Clark 
was one of the most prominent physicians 
and public men of Rockford, III. He had 
grown up with the city, made a fortune, and 
built a magnificent residence at 405 South 
Third street, a fashionable part of the city. 
In 1802 he sent his only daughter to the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, and two yegrs later the 
son followed. 

Early in the same year the father of Mrs. 
Clark, Cyrus Townsend, committed suicide 
by drowning himself in Rock River, and in 
1895 Dr. Clark died suddenly, though from 
natural causes. The children being both es- 
tablished at the university, Mrs. Clark re- 
moved to Chicago and joined them. For 
three years they lived at 578 Hast Sixtieth 
street. Then came the Spanish war. Miss 
Clark became an army nurse, being station 
at Fort Thomas, while her 


Clark fell to brooding over the death of her 
husband, and her mind became so impaired 
that friends sent her to a sanitarium at Lake 
Geneva. She had previously attempted to 
commit suicide by drowning herself in the 
Jackson Park lagoon. Last September she 
died in the sanitarium. The brother and sis- 
ter had returned from and reéntered the 
university. Miss Clark never recovered from 
the blow of her mother’s death. 

For the last week she had been talking of a 
trip to Tennessee to visit some war time 
friends, and with this understanding she 
left on Tuesday night. Mr. Clark and Miss 
Porter suspected nothing until the news- 
papers on Thursday morning gave the ac- 
count of the suicide. 

Miss Clark was prominent socially at the 
university and was a member of a num- 
ber of musical and educational clubs. 
She was highly regarded by the faculty, 
from President Harper to the newest pro- 
fessor, and often, as a pioneer student of the 
institution, she was called into confer 
with the officers concerning student aff 
She was 27 years of age. The body will be 
placed in a vault at Rosehill this morning 
and later taken to Rockford for burial. An 
inquest held yesterday returned a verdict of 
suicide. .

Le Roy Mittenbuhler is missing from his 
home, 7413 Kingston avenue, Windsor Park, 
and his friends believe he killed himself be- 
cause he was too poor to get married.

System of Medical Supervision to 
Keep Within Funds. 


As a means of keeping the expenditures of 
the Department of Medical Inspection with- 
in the appropriation for its maintenance, 
President Harris of the Board of Education 
yesterday ordered that the general medical 
inspection of the schools be discontinued for 
the remainder of the calendar year.

MAKE HONEST APPORTIONMENTS. 
The Republicans will be in the majority 
in both branches of the next General As- 
sembly. They will be able to make the 
Congressional and Senatorial apportion- 
ments under which elections will be held 
for the next ten years. The power which 
the voters have given the Republican legis- 
lators should not be abused. The latter 
will make a great mistake if they permit 
themselves to be led astray by false ideas 
of advantages to be gained by making par- 
tisan apportionments and fail to obey in 
letter and in spirit the constitutional pro- 
visions in regard to redistricting. No at- 
tempt to give the Democrats “a of 
their own medicine” by substituting a 
Republican for a Democratic gerry mander 
will be countenanced by fair-minded, decent 
Republicans. They wish no unfair ad- 
vantage over their adversaries. baa 
The constitution provides that Senatorial 
districts shall be formed of contiguous and 
compact territory and shall contain as near 
as practicable an equal number of inhab- 
itants. As parts of two counties cannot 
be united in a district and as the counties 
are unequal in population, exact equality 
in the number of inhabitants is unattain- 
able, but a fair approach to it can be made. 
Glaring inequalities are inexcusable. 
Wherever they exist at the time of making 
an apportionment there is a dishonest rea- 
son for their existence. The act of Con- 
gress under which Representatives are elee*- 
ed requires the districts to be composed 
of contiguous territory and containing as 
near as possible an equal number of in- 
habitants. As the Congressional will be 
larger than the Senatorial districts it will 
be easy to lay out the former in striet com- 
pliance with the law. y 
A mathematician who cared nothing About 
politics would prepare apportionments 
which would be altogether equitable, though 
they would horrify the practical politicians, 
whose first thought in making an apportion- 
ment is to secure party supremacy. The 
Republicans in the next General Assembly 
should be as free from bias, as a no-party 
man would be and do the redistricting in a 
manner that will be as satisfactory to fair- 
minded Democrats as it will be to decent 
Republicans. | 
Every plan which has the remotest re- 
semblance to a gerrymander should be re- 
jected withogt ceremony. Attempts to gain 
an unfair party advantage do not pay. 
They never have done so and never will. 
It is impossible for the makers of a gerry- 
mander to forecast the future. New issues 
arise and some voters desert one party 


of population may be accompanied by a 
change in the political complexion of those 
districts. A tidal wave like that of 1890 
or 1894 sweeps over the country, and dis- 
tricts which had been laid out with the 
expectation that they would be Republican 
by small but safe majorities suddenly be- 
come Democratic, or vice versa. | 

A temporary advantage may be secured 
through a gerrymander, but not always. 
What have the Democrats really gained 


have not been able to get control of one 
General Assembly. They have elected this 
year more Representatives in Congress than 
they are fairly entitled to, but even with 
those Representatives the Democratic party 
is in a minority in the House. Their 
ingenious but abortive schemes had the ef- 
fect which such schemes for defeating in 
part the popular will always have—that of 
arousing popular indignation and aiding the 
party against which they are directed. 

With the sad experiences of their ad- 
versaries before their eyes, the Republicans 
in the next General Assembly should make 
equitable apportionments wich will com- 
mend themselves to fair-minded men of 
both .parties. That is not the customary 
policy of apportionment-makers, but it is 
the policy that pays in the long run. 


DEMOCRATIC REORGANIZATION. . 
A favorite topic of discussion at this mo- 
ment is the reorganization of the Démo- 
cratic party. Gold Democrats and men 
who supported Bryan, some of them heartily 
and some of them reluctantly, are giving 
their views concerning this interesting ques- 
tion. Naturally there is some diversity of 
opinion as to what the party should do next, 
but there is substantial agreement on one 
point: It is that free silver must be dropped. 
It is safe to say that no reference to that 
financial heresy will be fownd in the next 
Democratic national platform. 
What that platform will contain is an- 
other matter. When Senator Jones of 
Arkansas was asked about party reorgani- 
ration he replied that “to attempt to talk 
about it twenty-four hours after an elec- 
tion is over strikes me as an impertinence.” 
It is not an impertinencé, but it is to a cer- 
tain extent an absurdity. The reorganiza- 
tion of a party is not something which can 
be done in a week ora month. A corpora- 
tion which has been carrying on business 
on wrong principles may be able to abandon 
those principles on a day’s notice and adopt 
better ones. A great political party cannot 
“ about face” after such a fashion. It does 
not deem it dignified to do so. 
There are few prominent men calling 
themselves Democrats among the support- 
ers of Mr. Bryan who do not believe it is the 
part of wisdom to cut losse from Populism 
and Populist and Socialist doctrines. But 
their power to banish such doctrines from 
the party creed will depend on the extent 
to which the masses of the Democratic 
party absorbed those doctrines. Leaders 
cannot reconstruct a party without the co- 
operation of the rank and file, and are slow 
in telling what they would like to have 
done until they are sure of followers. 
There will be no haste about the formula- 
tion of new principles for the Democracy. 
There is no need of haste. There will be no 
elections involving national issues until 1902. 
Three and a half years must go by before 
the next Democratic National convention 
meets. By that time new issues may have 
arisen. The policy of the Republican party 
in futute Congresses may furnish the Dem-

1904 comes the Democrats will quietly drop 
all or nearly all of the‘offensive features of 
their Chicago and Kansas’ City platforms, 
and will quietly shelve the men who have 
been the most obstreperous defenders of 
them, Bryan heading the list.

That article had been beyond the reach 
of many would-be purchasers, When they 
were able to get it at a figure which while 
giving a profit to the manufacturer was 
within their means they availed themselves 
of the opportunity at once. Consumption 
will decrease again if the amen 
are too greedy. 

The present poliey of the big 
steel companies is to make pools and agree- 
ments for the purpose of maintaining uni- 


.form and excessive prices in the American 


market, which is absolutely their own. In 
foreign markets those companies have other 
and lower prices. They have to meet there 
the competition of foreign manufactures 
and they are able now to do so successfully. 
In foreign markets these American iron 
and steel men are satisfied th mod- 
erate profits. In the home market, which 
has long been given over to them that 
their industries might be built up, they 
behave as if they were in a conquered coun- 
try. It ought to be apparent to them that 
this cannot last long. When American con- 
sumers of steel observe domestic manufac- 
turers charging higher prices at home than 
abroad they naturally reach the conclusion 
that those manufacturers are too highly 
protected. The next step will be to cut 
off an excess of protection which they do 
not need and are making a bad use of. 


SUBURBAN STEAM ROADS. 

The advertising which one of the steam 
railroads entering the city is posing in 
the interest of its local passenger service, 
through the distribution of a few hundred 
free tickets, calls attention to an exceed- 
ingly important fact in respect to the rapid 
transit question in this city—naimely: that 
the steam roads, especially those whose 
tracks have already been elevated, comprise 
facilities for rapid passenger transit which 


have in no sense been adequately utilized 


or even appreciated. i 
It must be recognized that in view even 


of the present size of Chicago the street 
car, handicapped as it is by er street 
traffic and by the exigencies a grade 
crossing at every block’s len can no 


longer be regarded as a means of rapid 
transit. This fact has heretofore been 
appreciated and elevated roads have been 
added. But with their stilted structures, 
frequent stations, and numerous angles 
they have effected but a limited improve- 
ment in speed. There is at present talk ofa 
subway, and soon an underground system, 


like those built or building in London, Paris, | 


Berlin, and New York, may be expected to 
be agitated seriously. 

In the meantime, the steam roads, which 
radiate to all sections of the city, with 
their distinctive capacities for speed and 
comfort, are passed over by public authori- 
ties in dealing with the subject of improved 
local transit, and their management con- 
tinues in the main to be characterized by 
conservatism. The Illinois Central com- 
pany, having been educated by the experi- 
ence of the World’s Fair, main s in its 
express trains what properly may be styled 
a rapid transit service, and two or three 
other steam roads hold a second place in 
respect to such service. But in the case 
of all the intervals between trains are still 
long and fares are high as compared with 
street and elevated lines. | 

What is needed is that the capacities of 
the steam roads for genuine rapid transit 
for the city and its suburbs, with frequent 
service and nickel fares, should be put to 
use. And as the great need of every large 
city today is for speed in transportation, 
and as every increment in speed and ac- 
commodation at papular prices has, as a 
rule, been almost immediately taxed to its 
limit, so such service in this city would 
inevitably provoke a large and a paying 
traffic, while in comfort and in saving of 
time it would prove a great social economy. 

The steam roads should be popularized 
for local passenger transportation. 


_ BRYAN IN LITERATURE. 
After an hour or so of bulletins on Tues- 
day night Mr. Bryan recognized the inevita- 
ble, and, without waiting either for claims 
or concessions from Mr. Jones, declared his 
intention to go to bed, and asked that he 
should not be disturbed. His wishes were 
respected. So far as heard from he was not 
disturbed. He may even be sleeping yet. 
Mr. Bryan, however, must soon be dis- 
turbed. He is a young and active man and 
must bestir himself to get & living. He is 
not a wealthy man and must find some 
kind of work todo. What is he ta do? 

It may be assumed that he will not fol- 
low the profession of Presidential candi- 
date any longer. His own party is clamor- 
ing already for a new platform and new 
man. It is satisfied the people do not want 
him and will not have him. He abandoned 
the profession of the law some time ago. 
He has tried soldiering with grotesque re- 
sults. He is not a son of Mars, He has 
done a little farming in his garden, but the 
agricultural life is too quiet for him. Its 
environment is too much like that of a deaf 


and dumb institution. 
In this emergency Mr. Bryan's friends 


say that he proposes to take up literary 
work, and that he will write for a 
living. He might have taken to the lecture 


rostrum, but the lecture does not draw 
as it once did. He might have gone on the 
stage, which is nowadays a refuge for un- 
fortunates who have failed in other under- 
takings, but bis tastes are not theatrical, 
though his methods often have been. Per- 
haps his choice of literature is a wise one 
after all. 

Much will depend upon the ditection he 
takes in the literary world. Poetry is a 
drug just now, and it is doubtrul whether 
Mr. Bryan has the gift of dropping into 
poetry like Mr. Wegg. The historical novel 
field is so completely occupied that it wil] be 
a mistake for him to enter ft. He has given 
po evidence as yet of capacity for writing

Bmerson or Montaigne. If so, he should 
be able to give the publie some interesting 
information on the problems of life, the 
follies of ambition, aud the mutability of 
human experiences. Senator Spooner said 
in one of his speeches that a man who talked 
as much as Bryan had no time to think. 
But Mr. Bryan is now relieved of all neces- 
sity for talking, and has plenty of time 
to think and to present his thoughts in an 
attractive form. He has had extraordinary 
opportunities during the last four years of 
making the acquaintance of all classes of 
people, and if his power of observation has 
been cultivated he should know a great deal 
that is new and interesting as to the pe- 
culiarities of people and the mysteries of 
life. The four years of preliminary adver- 
tising will also be likely to give his books 
a boom. There will be no need, of that 
mutual admiration business which bas be- 
come such a common feature of authorship. 
There is one danger, however, against which 
his friends should warn him. He should 
not write as he has talked. If he does, he will 
speedily flood the market with books and 
publishers soon will not be able to keep up 
with him. He must give other and slower 
authors a chance: 


THE PRODUCERS’ CONDITION IMPROVING. 
' In his unwearied efforts to create class 
distinctions and excite class hatred Mr. 
Bryan said wherever he went that the 
laboring men and, the farmers were being 
plundered systematically by the syn- 
dicates and monopolies.” He asserted that 
every year finds a larger proportion of the 
wealth of the country in their hands and a 
smaller proportion in those of the pro- 
ducers. Said he: “I deny that the laboring 
man is receiving his fair share of the wealth 
which he produces. He is receiving by 

ecades a less and less percentage of the 
wealth he produces.” 

This is one of the doctrines’ Mr. Bryan 
borrowed from the Socialists. This is what 
Spies and Parsons were teaching during 
the period of their activity. The assertion 
is untrue. The producer is receiving a con- 
stantly increasing percentage of the wealth 
he produces, while the percentage which 
capital receives is decreasing. If the man 
working in a steel or cotton mill or a shoe 
shop were paid his wages in steel, cotton 
cloth, or shoes he would receive a much 
larger share of the product of his daily toil 
than he would have received fifty years 
ago. | 

Nor is it true that every year finds a 
smaller proportion of the wealth of the 


1850 the producers had in the savings 
banks of this country $43,431,000. There 
were 251,354 depositors, being one for every 
ninety-two of the total population, The 
average deposit then was $172.78. This 
year the savings bank deposits aggregate 
$2,884,770,000. There are 5,875,456 de- 
positors, or one in every thirteen of the total 
population. The average deposit is now 
$405.80, 
There has been no such increase in the 
wealth of the “capitalists” in the last 
fifty years as there has been in that of the 
producers. There has been a noticeable 
increase in the number of quite rich men. 
That increase has attracted much attention.

producers and in the number of the owners 
of that wealth. There has been progress all 
along the line. The number of men who 
are wealthy has increased, but there has 
been a much greater proportionate increase 
in the number of those who are in moderate 
circumstances and of those whose earnings 
are so large that they can lay aside a part 
of them as a provision for old age or for 
their families. | 


LIBERAL TRIUMPH IN CANADA. 

Within the space of a few days Great 
Britain, the United States, and Canada 
have all held general elections, and in each 
case the result has been an emphatic ver- 
dict in favor of keeping the present gov- 
ernment in power. The Canadian elections 
were held on Nov. 7 and resulted in the 
retention of power by the Liberal party 
and Sir Wilfrid Laurier, the French 
Premier, and in the failure of Sir Charles 
Tupper, the Conservative leader, who had 
been in political life for forty years, to 
secure reglection. The elections were chiefly 
significant, however, because of their bear- 
ing upon an idea which has been assuming 
special prominence before the English- 
speaking portions of the British Empire 
during the last half dozen years, and was 
the leading issue—namely: that of bringing 
about a close trade alliance between Great 
Britain and her colonies. | 

In reality both parties favor “ preferential 
trade,” but differ as to how it is to be 
promoted. Sir Charles Tupper, speaking 
for the party of protection, declared in his 
opening campaign address for “an ar- 
rangement by which the produce of the 
Dominion will be given preferential tariff 
treatment throughout the empire, in re- 
turn for like preferential treatment given 
to us by the people of Great Britain and 
by our fellow-colonists.” As applied to 
Canada this would mean that Great Britain 
should impose a small duty on goods from 
the United States and other foreign coun- 
tries, while continuing to admit goods from 
Canada free, and in return that Canada 
should lower—not abolish—its duties against 
imports from Great Britain. In short, 
high colonial tariffs would be used to force 
Great Britain to abandon her free trade 
policy toward the world at large and to 
reserve it for her colunies only. In this 
manner, according to a resolution intro- 
duced by him in the Canadian House three 
years ago, Sir Charles believed that there 
could be brought about a system of mutual 
trade preference between Great Britain 
and Ireland and the colonies which would 
greatly stimulate increased production in 
and commerce between these countries and 
would thus promote and maintain the unity 
of the empire.” | 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier, on the other hand, 
has treated the policy of “no preference 
to Great Britain unless Great Britain gives 
a similar preference to Canada,” as at pres- 
ent impracticable, since the mother coun- 
try would not even consider the proposition 
that she should abandon free trade toward 
the world and restrict it to her colonies, 
unless the latter would abolish their tariffs 
against her, a thing which Canada is in no 
wise ready to do. | 

The Liberal policy is, therefore, to give 
British goods not free entry but a prefer- 
ence in Canadian ports, trusting that a 
preferential return trade will naturally be 
provoked thereby. The Laurier govern- 
ment accordingly, in 1897, reduced the 
Canadian tariff 83 1-8 per cent as against 
British imports, and Sir Wilfrid claims that 
great mutual advantages have resulted, 
through the principle that “trade invites 
trade,” and through a sentimental prefer- 
ence thereby awakened among British mer- 
chants and consumers for Canadian prod- 
ucts.

GENERAL NEWS OF RAILWAYS. | 


Western Roads Favor Limiting Free 
Pass Distribution—Will Confer | 
with Eastern Officials, —_—s. 


Action looking to the gradual abolition of 
the free pass system was taken at the recer.t 
meeting of the executive officers of the West- 
ern roads. A copy of the proceedings of the 
meeting, which has just come to hand, re- 
veals the fact that some startling innova- 
tions in the matter of issuing free passes 
next year are proposed. A committee, con- 
sisting of 8. M. Felton, Paul Morton, and J. 
Ramsey Jr., was appointed to confer with 
principal rail lines east of Chicago and the 
‘Mississippi and St. Paul to obtain if possible 
their concurrence in a proposition to exact 
one cent a mile on all exchange transporta- 
tion. Report is to be made to a further gen- 
eral meeting to be called prior to Dec. 15. It 
was resolved also that no annual passes fur 
the year 1901 be issued before Dec. 15, 1900. 
The following new rule was adopted: 

That no more than five att ts shall be car- 
ried free with each car of handied dy 
express companies. 

It was resolved also that no passes issued. 
during 1900 shall be extended beyond Dec. 
21, 1900. The following resolution was unan- 
imously adopted 

That the conduct of this agreement be placed th 
the hands of George W. Ristine, with whom each 
company shall deposit prior to ei te teen, 1. 1001, the 


sum of $45. Any infraction of the agreement 


shall be reported to Mr. Ristine, who will assess 
offending lines $100 for each off b 
pany to keep the above menti 
with Mr. Ristine. 

As Mr. Ristine ts the manager of the West- 
ern freight pool the inference is that placing 
him in charge of the pass agreement and giv- 
ing him authority to assess fines means the 
pooling of the free pass issué. 

At the meeting of the Executive committee 
of the Western Passenger association held 
in this city yesterday the question of restrict- 
ing the sale of commutation tickets was again 
discussed. Some of the roads are of the 
opinion that commutation rates should not 
be made to points beyond the thirty-mile 


limit, because these tickets are being ma- | 


nipulated by scalpers and others in connéc- 
' tion with regular tickets from distant points. 
A majority of the members of the committee 
are opposed, however, to any change in the 
present method of issuing ‘commutation 
tickets, as it gives entire satisfaction to the 
people living in the suburban towns.
